As township trustee yon :are. the 


guardian of the taxpayers' property 
in your township," the letter reads, 
"and as an assistant state ftreTmarr 
shal • you >are responsible for safe- 
guarding life, from fire. Vacation is 
here and now the the most 'conven- 
ient time to thoroughly inspect all 
school structures under your care 
and if repairs or improvements are 
needed they 
should 
be ordered 


promptly. Yon -and the citizens of 
your community will agree that it is 
far better and wiser to invest mod- 
erately now in security than to risk 
tragedy and the heavier 'expense of 
replacement later.
